DEATH 01 ALL SIDES 


Passenger Ship Catches Fire 


During Terrific Storm 


at Sea. 


FOURTEEN PERSONS ARE LOST 


Lifeboats Launched, But Are Over 


whelmed by th* W aves and Occu 


pants Drowned—Craw Battles Man 


fully Against Blaze. 


P o rt Townsend, W ash., Feb. 29 
A fter suffering the m ost harrowing 
experience from fire and storm that 
has ever befallen a craft on the North 
Pacific coast tho steam er Queen put 
in here to report Hie loss of 14 live! 
About 3:45 o’clock Saturday morn 
ing, while off the mouth of the Co 
lutnbia river, the Queen caught Arr 
in her after saloon in some unex 
plained way. 
The fire rapidly gained 
headway and threatened soon to en 
velop the whole ship. Tile heavy seas 
running m eant 
death 
to 
any sent 
aw ay in the lifeboats. 
The flames 
becam e more and m ore th re a te n s 
until, when it seemed a choice of 
deaths. Capt. Cousins ordered the life­ 
boats launched. 
They were marine I 
by the crew and ordered to renia'n 
close to the ship. 
Into these the 
women 
and 
children 
w ere 
placed. 
Hardly, however, had the boats been 
cast loose than unable to w eather the 
fierce waves two of them capsized. 
The passengers and those of the 
crew who remained on board contin­ 
ued their fight against the flames with 
increasing success until 7:40 a. rn.. 
when the fire was brought under con­ 
trol. 
W hen it was thought the dan­ 
ger from fire was past Capt. Cousins 
recalled the lifeboats and the occu­ 
pants w ere taken aboard. 
T he Quean was headed for the 
m outh of the 
Columbia 
river and 
about 9 o’clock the steam er Santa 
Monica was sighted. 
T he Queen sig­ 
naled and asked her to stand by un­ 
til tem porary repairs could be made 
W hen everything had been made safe 
the Queen continued on to the mouth 
of the Columbia, only to find the ba*- 
was too rough to cross in 
The di«- 
tressed craft was pointed toward Pu­ 
get Sound, but bad fortune still pur­ 
sued her and when she rounded Cape 
Flattery she encountered a terrific 
electrical storm. 
W ith difficulty she 
w eathered 
the 
gale, 
reached 
here 
w ithout further mishap and proceeded 
to Seattle, where she arrived about 
nig h tfall 
Ten of those who lost their lives 
were spilled out of the small boats 
Three men w aiters on the vessel we 
suffocated before they could roach the 
outer air from their bunks in the ma 
part of tho ship and one woman died 
later from exposure. 
According to stories told by passen 
gers and the crew the vessel was off 
Tillamook and about 30 miles from 
land when the fire was discovered 
There was a heavy sea on aud the 
ship wa* pitching badly. W hen smoke 
was discovered coming out of the so­ 
cial hall on tho after main deck of 
tho vessel the crew was Immediately 
hurried 
out 
and 
tho 
sm all 
boats 
manned, 
while the 
stew ards 
wont 
from cabin to cabin w aking up tim 
passengers.

About 3:45 o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing, while off the mouth of the Co- 
e lumbla river, the Queen caught fire 
in her after saloon in some unex 
p la in ed way.

When It was thought the dan­ 
ger from fire was past Capt. Cousins 
recalled the lifeboats and the occu­ 
pants were taken aboard.

Monica was sighted. 
The Queen sig­ 
naled and asked her to stand by un­ 
til temporary repairs could be made.

tressed craft was pointed toward Pip , 
get Sound, but bad fortune still pur­ 
sued her and when she rounded Capa 
Mattery she encountered a terrific 
electrical storm.

There are two gates by which men 
enter, two ways in which men walk, 
two places to which men go. 
Every 
man is walking, either in the broad 
way of the world or in the narrow way 
of Christ. 
At the end of the way ev­ 
ery man will find himself either in the 
place of torment or in the place of 
pleasure for evermore. 
To whichever 
place m an goes there shall he he and 
shall depart from it no more. 
Neither 
are these two ways to eternity so nigh 
together or so kindred to each other 
that men can walk in both at the same 
time. One way leads upward and the 
other downward. 
A man may leave 
the one way and go to the other, hut 
he can walk only in one way at one 
time. 
As there are hut two ways, so there 
are only two spiritual kingdoms, the 
kingdom of Christ and the kingdom of 
Satan. 
The most important question 
for us is not whether we are rich or 
poor, loved of man, or hated, healthy 
or sick; the most important question 
is whether we are in Satan’s king-

tiago the main contest was between 
the Moderate Liberals and the Rad­ 
icals. 
While the Liberal representation 
in the lower house of congress ap­ 
pears to have been increased by sev­ 
eral seats the small Republican ma­ 
jority in the senate will prevent any 
radical change of policy.
